CAIRO, Jan. 5 (R)--Egypt today named Mr. Saad Murtada, 57, 
as the first Egyptian ambassador to Israel. A foreign ministry 
spokesman said Israel had been officially informed. Mr. Murtada.

■ambassador to Morocco in 1976-78. Under the Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty signed in Washington last March the two countries 
will exchange ambassadors next month. Israeli government 
sources recently said the director of Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin’s office, Or.

The tension between his fol- 
lowers and those of Ayatollah 
Khomeini arises from his oppos- 
ition to articles of the new Islamic 
constitution which give the 
revolutionary leader supreme 
powers. 

In another move to recapture 
the political limelight, which

“There is no power on earth 
which can deviate it from its prin- 
ciples or succeed in bargaining 
with it over its cause." he added". 

During the congress, political 
leaders called for an all-out offen- 
sive against the Muslim Brother- 
hood, a fundamentalist group 
which has been blamed fora series 
of bombings and shootings which 
killed more than 200 people in 
Syria. 

Sources dose to the congress 
said President Assad was due to 
address the final plena ry session 
tomorrow, and touch on domestic, 
Arab and international questions. 

The congress meeting was 
expected to elect a 75-member 
central committee. This will 
gather every three months to 
evaluate progress made by the 
party. It will also elect a five- 
member watchdog committee to 
control the behaviour of party and 
government officials. In addi- 
tion. a 21 -member party lead- 
ership is to be elected for a four- 
vear term.

Pakistani chiefs 
review aid offer 
fro.n Washington 


ISLA vlABAD, Jan. 5 (Rj - 
Pakistan's military ruler. Gen. Zia 
UI Haq, held a lengthy meeting 
with his defence chiefs today to 
review developments following 
the Soviet-bac'ked coup in 
neighbouring Afghanistan, 
informed sources said. 

The meeting followed President 
Carter s announcement that the 
U.S. would supply military 
equipment, food and other assis- 
tance to Pakistan to help coun- 
teract the Russian threat to the 
region. 

No details of the talks, which 
involved chiefs of the army, navy, 
air force, and military intelligence, 
were revealed. But western dip- 
-lomais said the issue of American 
arms was dearly involved. 

A foreign ministry spokesman 
said Pakistan was still waiting for 
spedfic proposals from the United 
Statesjthe planned aid package. 

The United States suspended 
economic and military aid to 
Pakistan last year because Pres- 
ident Carter was concerned about 
the country's nuclear programme. 
Mr. Carter authorised a speed-up 
of arms deliveries, however, after 
the Soviet-engineered coup last 
month in Afghanistan. 

Pakistan remains deeply sus- 
picious of Washington's reliability 
as an arms supplier as a result of 
previous cut-offs. 

Defence Minister Ali Ahmad 
Talpur tc.ld journalists in 
Peshawar, the north west frontier 
provincial capita! near the Khvber 
Pass which is the headquarters of 
the Pakistan Air Force, that the 
country was quite capable of 
defending itself against external 
aggression. Meanwhile Pakistan 
recalled its ambassadors in Mos- 
cow and Kabul for consultations. 


Mr. Oleg Troyanovsky. the 
Soviet delegate, said the proposal 
by the United States, Britain and 
China and about 50 other coun- 
tries which support them to 
involve the council in the question 
was inadmissible. 

Alluding to the dispatch of 
Soviet troops to Afghanistan. .Mr. 
Troyanovsky said events in that 
country were the Afghans' inter- 
nal affair. Relations between 
Kabul and Moscow were based on 
their mutual treaty obligations. 

The Afghan government 
appealed repeatedly to the Soviet 
Union for military aid to repulse 
outside armed intervention, he 
said, blaming “imperialist and 
hege monistic” forces for attempts 
to turn back t be April . 1978 
Afghan revolution. 

Moscow’s dispatch of “a limited 
military combat contingent” to 
Afghanistan was exclusively to 
prevent this outside intervention. 
Mr. Troyanovsky said. 

The Soviet action was fully in 
keeping with the right enshrined 
in the U.N. Charter of all states to 
individual or collective self- 
defence.

Tito discharged 
from hospital but 
needs treatment 

BELGRADE, Jan. 5 
(R)— Yugoslav President Tito left 
hospital today after undergoing an 
examination of blood circulation 
problems in his legs, an official 
announcement said. 

The 87-yea*-oId Yugoslav 
leader was admitted to a clinic in 
the northwestern city of Ljub- 
ljana two days ago. 

A medical bulletin, signed by a 
group of eight medical professors, 
said today the president had- left 
the clinic after the examination, 
but added the “established con- 
dition requires further intensive 
treatment''. It gave no further 
details. 

Official sources said yesterday 
the president had entered hospital 
for treatment of varicose veins in 
his legs. They added that he would 
also have a full medical checkup 
although his health appeared to be 
generally good.

As the Russian army has spread 
from Kabul to the countryside, 
scattered Afghan army units have 
left their posts and linked up with 
the tribal rebels, according to 
reports reaching Pakistan. 

One unconfirmed report said an 
Afghan army brigade at Hada, a 
district near Jalalabad, the mam 
garrison town between the Khy- 
ber Pass and Kabul, had also 
joined the rebels yesterday. 

There have been reports of 
fighting near Jalalabad for the past 
two days following the arrival of 
Russian troops in the town earlier 
■this week. 

Heavy fighting between Afghan 
troops who had linked with the 
rebels took place today at Sorkh 
road, about 15 kilometres west of 
Jalalabad and both the Russians 
and the rebel army unit suffered 
heavy casualties, according to the 
accounts. 

The insurgent spokesman also 
said fighting had taken place near 
the town last night. 

Other fighting was reported in 
Takhar and Badakhshan pro- 
vinces along the Soviet border 


-dissident Afghan regular army 
division had joined rebels to fight 
the Soviet forces and yesterday 
prevented efforts by the Russians 
to fly in supplies. 

“The Russians are in the dty 
but do not control it.” a spokes- 
man for the National Islamic 
Front said.

Western correspondents were 
allowed into Afghanistan today 
for the first time since the coup but 
found few signs of the big Soviet 
armada of troops and armour 
reported at Kabul airport only 
days ago. Only two large Antonov 
transports and a dozen helicopters 
were to be seen at the airport, they 
said. 

The airport, decorated with 
such slogans as "Long live inter- 
national proletariunsim," was 
calm. Only a few soldiers stood 
tguard at an airport gate. 


President Tito 

Genscher to go 
to Washington 
on Jan. 20 

BONN. Jan. 5 (R)-- West German 
Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich 
Genscher will visit Washington on 
Jan. 20 for two days as part of a 
regular exchange of views bet- 
ween the two countries, the fore- 
ign minisrry announced today. 

It said the timing of the visit was 
agreed when Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance was in West Ger- 
many last month on a mission to 
seek support for America’s efforts 
to gain the release of U.S embassy 
personnel held hostage in Iran. 

The ministry said current world 
problems would be among the 
themes discussed during Mr. 
Genscher's visit. It gave no further 
details. 
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Point of departure 

EGYPTS complete departure from Arab ranks is about to 
become final, with the appointment by President Sadat of 
the first Egyptian ambassador to Israel. At the same time, 
Egvpt is to withdraw formally from the Arab boycott of 
Israel and to admit Israeli ships to Egyptian ports by the 
. end of this month. 

These events would be little more than symbolic were it 
not for the fact that they coincide directly with a series of 
—concerted Israeli actions pointing toward an all-out 
attempt to annex the occupied West Bank of Jordan. 

The Israelis have unveiled their new settlement plans, 
calling for doubling the Jewish population of the occupied 
territories within the next five years. Circumventing a court 
order to dismantle the settlement of Elon Moreli near 
Nablus, the Israeli authorities are proceeding to relocate 
the outpost on another nearby site (also on Palestinian- 
owned land), and on Thursday used explosives to level a 
hilltop near Nablus for that purpose. 

Meanwhile, as bulldozers cleared land near Hebron for 
the expansion of the Kiryat Arba urban settlement there, 
the Israeli authorities banned the Arab mayors of Hebron 
and Halhoul from leading demonstrations by Hebron resi- 
dents protesting against the expropriation of their land. 

And the Israelis put into motion moves to take over the 
50-year-old concession of the Arab-owned Jerusalem Dis- 
trict Electricity Company in a further bid to cut the remain- 
ing ties between the West Bank and occupied Arab East 
Jerusalem. 

At a time when the world is preoccupied with a some- 
what grander annexation bid further east in Afghanistan, 
these Israeli actions, marking what the London Financial 
Times calls the "struggle for control of the West Bank,” 
have received less worldwide attention, if only because 
they are rather more predictable. 

But if a concerned world is looking for the real source of 
| instability in the Middle East, it would be advised to 
exumine'more closely the situation in the West Bank. 

It is no accident that Israel is proceeding with formal 
annexalion at the same time as it is, with Egyptian col- 
lusion. pushing a scheme for "local administration" or 
•’autonomy” for the people whose homeland it is annexing. 
That is all part of the plan. 

It is not just a case of "autonomy for the people but not 
for the land." as Mr. Menachem Begin so delicately puts it. 
It is simply that Israel envisages no other way, apart from 
• l he fraudulent "autonomy” scheme, to acquire the com- 
plete control that it wants of the West Bank and its human 
and natural resources. But by the time the. world wakes up 
to what is happening, it will already have been done, given 
the stealth with which the Israelis are proceeding. 

If. as some people are suggesting in the light of the 
Afghani situation, signing a "treaty of friendship" with a 
big power is equivalent to an invitation to be invaded, 
perhaps wc should similarly ask. with the West Bank in 
mind, whether signing "treaty of peace" with Israel is not 
equivalent to an invitation to be occupied. 

Jordan and the Palestinians have refused to con- 
template entering into such a treaty at this point for pre- 
cisely that reason. Now it is becoming more apparent to 
everyone that our reluctance to provide Israel with carte 
blanche for continued occupation has been quite justified. 
But. quite soon, it will be too late.

The Arab countries arc called upon to he extremely vigilant towards 
the new chapter in the conflict between the two superpowers and to 
exercise due caution with respect to the “trap” engineered by the Camp 
Dm id parties — who promptly ofTered military facilities, including their 
bases, to the U.S. — so that no Arab parly will fall in the trap, even 
indirectly • 

AL IK'STOIR: The Afghani crisis and its consequences have revealed 
indisputably that the countricsof the region, which is still trying to create a 
balance in its relations with Moscow and Washington, seem completely 
unable to prevent Soviet intervention, just as they arc totally unable to 
prevent the imminent American intervention. 

Front this perspective, the cold war which has broken out between the 
two superpowers must lead in one way or another to classify the countries 
in the region into those who approve of the Soviet intervention and those 
who approve of the countering American action. 

Consequently, the countries of the region — both in the Middle East 
and in western Asia -- will in one way or anodter be candidates for 
becoming the scene of a confrontation between East and West. 

We do not know who is responsible for preventing this harmful polar- 
isation. whose signs have become clear, by denouncing or supporting rhe 
Soviet and American practices.

A M MAN. Jan. 5 - Fire broke out 
in a four-storey residential build- 
ing in a newly developed area ol 
Western Sh.neisani last night, 
causing considerable Ja.rtage to 
the building, but no casualties. 

fhe lire started as the result of 
an electric short circuit in the 
boiler room and then rapidly 
spread to the upper-storeys. Elec- 
tric metres began to Hirst and 
electric wires exploded into flames 
throughout the building. Fire 
engines rushed to the scene and 
began to fight the blaze, hut they 
were only able to extinguish the 
fire completely after an hour, 
when electricians arrived to cut off 
electric power to the building. The 
residents were rescued from bal- 
conies by firemen using fire engine 
ladders. 

The residents, who number 
around 40. were very pleased 
when they saw the civil defence 
man coming to visit them the next 


Jay. One «»f the residents told the 
Jordan Times: "We are really 
grateful to the civil defence men. 
they risked their lives for our sake. 
They arrived in less than 10 
minutes, while, on the other hand, 
no one arrived from the electricity 
company for at least one hour." 

He added that of course the 
electricity men have their ex- 
cuses. hut “it was a really frighten- 
ing experience, the electricity sys- 
tem burned down completely, and 
no one could do anything about it 
other than expens from the elec- 
tricity company. Finally they 
arrived, and they managed to dis- 
connect electricity from the area." 
Men from the electricity company 
were at work today, trying to 
repair the damage. 

When the fire broke out. all the 
men in the building rushed down 
to the boiler room. ”1 was really 
frightened." one women said. 
•• My husband rushed down to see 
what was happening, and all men 
in the building followed him. Asa 
result women and children were 


siuck in the building alone." 

VVe immediately rushed to the 
balconies, calling for someone to 
help, but the .non couldn’t come 
up again due to the heavy smoke 
that filled the building." 

She went on to say; "We were 
then rescued by ladders that 
reached as high us the second 
storey only, mi people living on 
higher, floors had to rush down to 
the second floor in spite of the 
heavy smoke th'at engulfed us 
from head to toe." 

Another man said: “My chil- 
dren were crying all the time: they 
were calling me from the balcony. 

I was very tense. It took me five 
minutes to tell the civil defence 
man that my children were up 
there." 

One woman echoed everyone's 
sentiments when she said: "I was 
very relieved when the civil 
defence men arrived al my 
house." she said. "I didn't know 
what to do when my husband was 
stuck outside the building"

Family survey to set price index

AMMAN. Jan. 5 — The new year 
marked the start of a survey which 
will establish Jordan's first reliable 
base for a consumer price index, 
and help pinpoint particular areas 
of inflation in the country. 

Die study, called the family 
expenditure survey, consists of 
intensive interviews conducted 
with 2.100 households all over 
Jordan in order to ascertain their 
consumption patterns, for both 
goods and services. 

The households, which are both 
urban and rural, are located in all 
five governorates and were sci- 
entifically selected as rep- 
resentative of the kingdom’s 
population. Mr. Mashhour Shen- 
naq. chief of the prices and cost of 
living section of the Department 
of Statistics, told the Jordan Dmes 
today. 

The survey will take a year to 
complete, he said. Each family will 
be interviewed every three 
months, for a total of four times 
during the year. The entire year is 
needed in order to evaluate sea- 
sonal changes in consumption pat- 
terns. "You can't buy watermelon 
in January." Mr. Shennaq 
explained. 

The survey asks questions in six 
areas. Characteristics of the 
families involved — number of 
members, their age and sex. etc- — 
arc recorded in the first part, along 
with information on the family's 
housing in the second pan. 

The second part involves daily 
expenditures. It asks specific ques- 
tions on the quantity, value and 
price unit of each item of food 
consumed, as well as outlays made 
for medicine, transport, personal 
care and other daily costs, over a 
seven-day period. 

The third part includes the 
value of commodities, such as 


fruits and vegetables, produced bv 
households for their own con- 
sumption. 

Part four of the questionnaire 
evaluates monthly expenses of the 
households — rent, water, elec- 
tricity. telephone, servants, insur- 
ance. loans, mortgages, gifts, 
magazines and elub or association 
dues paid. 

Part five records monthly out- 
layson clothing and footwear. The 
fiTlul pan inquires about durable 
goods -- household equipment 
and appliances -- that the house- 
hold has and will record on a 
semi-annual basis what the 
families have acquired during the 
year.

Its market basket and the 
“weight" — relative importance — 
of individual items in it have been 
derived from national accounts 
figures. After the completion of 
this year s family expenditure sur- 
vey. Mr. Shennaq said. 1980 will 
serve as the new base vear. He 
expects that the new market bas- 
ket. which will be derived from the 
survey, will include many more 
items and that the weight scale will 
change. 

Follow-up surveys will enable 
the Department of Statistics to 
pinpoint exactly how much infla- 
tion has affected particular areas.

The temperature in Amman 
reached nine degrees today, but 
hovered around zero when the 
snow started this evening. Winds 

averaged 25 knots, gusting to 50 


which, according to the depart- 
ment. is unusual, but not unknown 
in very cold weather. 

Snow was confined to areas 
over 4.000 feet (1.300 metres) in 
altitude, so the Jordan Valley, for 
instance, had none. 

The low-pressure zone causing 
the disturbances is moving very 
slowly to the east and more snow ' 


is expected in the coming 24 
hours. The Meteorological 
Department did not rule out the 
possibility of snow on Monday. 

Even while snow was forming 
spectacular snowdrifts throughout 
the city, one sceptical resident 
commented. “The problem with 
snow in Jordan is that you make a 
few snowballs and it's gone."

Christ is celebrated by the Eastern 
Orthodox churches. They follow 
the Julian calendar in which the 
holiday occurs 13 days after it 
does on the Western, Gregorian 
calendar. 

Christmas is celebrated by all 
Christians in Jordan on Dec. 25 by 
an agreement made three years 
ago between the eastern and west- 
ern rite churches here. 

Only the Greek Orthodox 
church continues to offer a service 
on Jan. 7 for parishioners who 
would rather not comply with the 
agreement. 


In the very early churches in the 
east and in some in the west,' 
Christmas was actually celebrated 
on Jan. 6, the feast of the 
Epiphany (manifestation). After 
the 6th century, the church in 
Rome moved the date of the birth 
of Christ to Dec. 25 and Jan. 6 
became the culminating day of the 
Christmas season — the twelfth 
day of Christmas. People cele- 
brated the manifestation of Jesus, 
to the magi — the three wise men 
on this day. 

Today, Epiphany celebrates not 
only the magi's adoration of Jesus 
but also the manifestation of Jesus 


as someone more than human a* 
recorded in two Biblical incidents. 
One of these is his first miracle 
performed at the wedding feast of 
Cana where he changed water into 
wine. The other is the baptism of 
Christ in the Jordan River by St. 
John the Baptist. 

The latter meaning of the feast 
day is the one favoured by Jor- 
danians. In honour of the baptis.ii 
they prepare a special sweet callcJ 
zalabia. A son of pancake made 
from wheat, yeast, sugar and 
water, zalabia is fried in olive oil 
and then soaked in a sweet syrup 
before being served.

Jordan 
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; Italy, Brazil to decide on Gold Cup entry 

PUNTA DEL ESTE, Uruguay, Jan. 5 (R)— Italy and Brazil were 
apparently still undecided today on whether they would take part 
in the Gold Cup for world soccer champions due to be staged in 
Uruguay late this year to mark the 50th anniversary of the first 
World Cup. At a meeting of the six -nation organising committee 
here Thursday night Italy objected to a decision adopted by the 
other five which would have the tournament divided into two 
groups with the winner of the one playing the runnerup of the 
other in the finals. Italian delegate Artemio Franchi said this 
would allow a non -wnner of a group to win the cup and would also 
extend the tournament for three or four days more than was 
absolutely necessary. The two-group system was approved by 
Argentina, Brazil, The Netherlands, Uruguay and West Ger- 
many. The Italian objection forced the organisers to postpone the 
draw for the cup until after receiving a definite reply from Italy, 
expected towards the end of January, a spokesman for the 
organisers said. International Football Association president 
Joao Havelange of Brazil said here earlier this week that Brazil 
would definitely take pan in the tournament. But newly-elected 
president of the Brazilian Football Confederation' Guilite 
Cbutinho. told the local daily La Manana by telephone that a 
definite decision would only be taken after he assumes office later 
this month. The Netherlands, twice World Cup runners up but 
never winners, were invited to take part in the Gold Cup after 
England, 1966 champions, declined an invitation. Uruguay, who 
staged and won the first World Cup in 1930. won it again in 1950. 
Brazil won it three times and West Germany and Italy twice each. 
Argentina and England won it once each. 


Rugby union votes for S. African tour 

LONDON, Jan. 5 (R) — The English Rugby Union yesterday- 
voted in favour of sending a British Lions team to South Africa 
later this year. Their decision, taken at a meeting here, makes it 
almost certain thaL the tour will in fact take place. The three other 
British Isles unions —Scotland, Wales and Ireland — are also 
expected to confirm their backing for the tour when the com- 
mittee of the four home unions meets to make a final decision here 
on Sunday. 

If the tour does go ahead it is certain to have wide ranging 
repercussions with the 1980 summmer Olympic Games in Mos- 
cow possibly affected. African nations decided in Yaounde last 
month to call for Britain’s expulsion from the Moscow Games if 
the British Lions went to South Africa. 

A statement issued by Bob Weighill, secretary of the English 
Rugby Union (RFU) after yesterday’s meeting said: ‘■The RFU 
committee at a meeting in London yesterday decided to support 
the British Isles Rugby Union tour to South Africa in 1980. This 
decision was taken after full debate and careful consideration of 
all implications including the reading of a letter from Mr. Hector 
Monro (the British sports minister) who once again stated the 
government's view. The decision will now be conveyed to the 
committee of the home unions.” 

Weighill refused to say whether the decision to back the tour 
was unanimous. The British government's view referred to in the 
statement is that the tour should not take place.

West Indies - W. Australia cricket test 

PERTH, Australia, Jan. 5 (AP)— Western Australian fast bowler 
Terry Alderman moved a step closer to test selection when he 


helped rout the West Indies for 169 on the opening day of the 
four-day game here today. The 23-year-old Alderman main- 
tained a lively pace in heat wave conditions and swung the ball 
expertly to finish with Five for 47 off 18 overs. His victims were . 
Lawrence Rowe (3), Clive Lloyd (9), David Murray (15), Joel 
Gamer 14) and Derek Parry (32). Alderrtian received excellent 
support from medium-pace swing bowler Mick Malone, who took 
four for 48 off 1421 overs. There was little excuse for the paltry, 
display by the West Indian batsmen on a perfect pitch and in ideal 
conditions. The side was dismissed seven minutes before the 
scheduled tea break off only 55.2 overs. Generally it was a lack of 
application and slips of batting that caused the collapse. Hayney. 
Parry and Marshall were the only batsmen to show any real 
determination on a pitch that provided little assistance for the 
bowlers. The sides most experienced batsmen — Rowe, Lloyd and 
Alvin KalJicharan — were all out when attempting to hook. Rowe 
and Lloyd had their feet out of position and completely mistimed 
their shots. Kallicharan was out for 13 when he hooked a ball from 
Con Michale in the middle of the bat, but straight to Tony Mann at 
square leg. The brightest spot came when King was at the wicket. 

So he 
simply launched a fierce attack on the bowlers to hammer seven 
fours in his score of 28 off 14 deliveries before he was bowled by 
Malone.

Nevertheless, West over- 
looked a more important 
principle on this hand. When 
defending against a no trump 
contract, the lead should be 
made from a long suit. The 
six of diamonds was a very 
inviting choice here, even 
though it would present 
declarer with a trick he 
might not otherwise be able 
to make. The reason is clear. 
The auction makes it obvious - 
that West cannot expect his 
partner to have more than 
one entry. If East has no 
entry, it is unlikely that the 
contract can be defeated.

PARIS, Jan. 5 (R) - France has 
denied that uranium mined by- 
French companies in Niger was 
sold or hijacked to Pakistan and 
the Libyan Jamahirivah. 

“Not a single uranium ‘yellow 
cake’ nugget has found its way to 
Pakistan or Libya,” French 
Atomic Energy Commission Pres- 
ident Michel Pecqueur said yes- 
terday. “There has been no theft 
nor any misappropriation of 
uranium from Niger.” 

The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission oversees uranium oper- 
ations in Niger and holds 27 and’ 
34 percent shares in two mining 
groups there through its sut£ 
sidiarv. the French company 
Cogema (Compagnie Generale 
des Matieres Nucleates). 

Supplies of uranium to 
shareholders— which include Italy, 
West Germany and Italy as well as 
France. Niger and private French 
companies--are guaranteed, but 
sales to third parties were subject 
to international control, com- 
mission officials added. 

Mr. Pecqueur said Cogema had 
not delivered any uranium sup- 
plies to Tripoli or Islamabad, but 
Niger had legitimately sold sup- 
plies of the nuclear concentrate to 
both countries. 

Mr. Pecqueur recalled a state- 
ment by Niger President Seyni 
Kountche that all Niger s uranium 
sales had been curried out with the 
full knowledge and approval of 
the Vienna-based International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA). 

“In accordance with the non- 
proliferation treaty and under 
IAEA conditions, the Niger 
authorities have sold uranium to 
various countries including Libya, 
which has signed the non- 
proliferation treaty, and to Pakis- 
tan which has signed an agreement 
with Niger and the Vienna 
agency,” Mr. Pecqueur said. 

“All such sales have been duly 
notified by Niger to the Vienna 
aeency.” lie said. 

Last November, a British news- 


rymg 20 tons of uranium con- 
centrate from a Niger mine was 
hijacked on the way to the port of 
Cotonou and its load had gone to 
Libya and then to Pakistan. 

France has cancelled plans to 
build a nuclear fuel reprocessing 
plant far Pakistan in a move to 
prevent proliferation of atomic 
weapons. The Pakistan Gov- 
ernment has repeatedly denied it 
plans to produce nuclear weapons 
but diplomats here believe it to be 
building a uranium enrichment 
plant near Islamabad in an effort 
to develop a nuclear bomb.

Over quarter of Somalia’s population 
made up of fugitives from Ethiopia 


MOGADISHU, Jan. 5 (R) - 
.Impoverished Somalia in the 
Horn of Africa has the worst 
refugee problem in the world. 
Over a quarter of its population is 
made up of ragged and hungry 
fugitives from neighbouring 
Ethiopia. 

And every day a thousand more ■ 
■homeless men, women and chil- 
dren swell the tide, according to 
official estimates. 

Government and United 
Nations officials estimate the 
refugees total 1.2 million. 

The United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) representative in 
Mogadishu, Mr. Steffan Bodemar. 
said: “This is the largest number 
of refugees in any one country in 
the world. It is impossible for 
Somalia to absorb this number 
without very substantial inter- 
national assistance.” 

The refugees are from the 
ethnically Somali regions of east- 
ern Ethiopia, scene of a long 
drawn-out guerrilla war against 


The numbers of homeless 
reaching Somalia have swelled 
dramatically in the past eight 
months, and Somali offidals and 
guerrilla leaders say the Ethio- 
pians, with Cuban and Russian, 
backing, are trying to drive all 
ethnic Somalis from the Ogaden, 
Bale and Sidamo regions. 

The ethnic Sopialis are 
regarded as friendly to the guer- 
rillas. 

Western diplomats here say 
there have been increased air and ; 
ground attacks by Ethiopian gov- 
ernment forces in the eastern reg- 
ion. 


Ethiopia, with the aid of some 
7,000 Cubans and sophisticated. 
Soviet weapons, defeated Somalia 
in the Ogaden war of 1977 and 
early 1978. Mutual hostility and 
suspidon still abounds. 

Almost half a million refugees 
are living in 21 camps in Somalia 
and an estimated 700,000 are out- 
side the camps. 

So far the United States ha$ 
been the major food donor. Mr. 
Bodemar warned: “For 1980 we 
only have about one third of the 
food requirement. On top of this 
there is a situation which is grow- 
ing all the time.”

Cyprus raps Turkish-Cypriot 
plans to reopen resort hotels

In a note yesterday to the United Nations. Foreign Minister Nicos 
Rolandis said the plans would jeopardise the prospects for a res limp- 
ly® 0 of talks aimed at an overall settlement of the Cyprus problem. 
The protest note, addressed to the local United Nations rep- 
resentative, condemned Turkish intentions to colonise the eastern 
seaside resort. 

It appeared to be based on recent reports in the Turkish mainland 
newspaper Humyet which quoted a leading Turkish politician as 
saying varosha would be opened to settlement “section by section " 
th ? 7 Urkish move “ an “arbitrary and illegal action” 
Mr. Rolandis said it would “no doubt jeopardise the prospects for the 
inter-oimmuna] talks. The talks, at which the resettlement of var- 
osha by its Greek- Cypriot inhabitants was to have been a priority- 
issue, have been stalled since last June. 

Fifty thousand Greek -Cypriots fled the city in August 1974 when 
it was sealed off by Turkish troops. Buildings and hotels have since 
decayed and it is estimated they will cost about $1 million to refurb-.

PEKING, Jan. 5 (R) — Crime is 
rife in the southern Chinese city of 
Canton and surrounding areas, 
according to a law and Older con- 
ference report quoted by the pro- 
vincial radio. 

The conference, held last 
month, said illegal emigration to 
Hong Kong was a serious problem 
and urged tougher measures to 
stop criminal attacks on fore- 
igners, according to the radio. 

“Since August, murders, hol- 
dups, rapes and gang fights have 
occurred continuously in Canton 
•and some medium and small 
towns," the radio said. 

“We must concentrate on strik- 
ing at robbers, murderers, rapists, 
criminals who Injure foreigners, 
overseas Chinese and Hong Kong 
and Macao compatriots, ring- 
leaders in organised illegal emig- 
ration and other criminals who 
seriously sabotage law and order 
in society.” 

The radio indicated that Can- 
ton, like a number of other Chin- ' 
ese cities including Peking, had 
been forced to call in the army to 
help to maintain social order. 

“People's Liberation Army 
units must cany forward their 
glorious tradition, work closely 
with the local authorities and act 
as a strong back-up force in main- 
taining law and onjer,” it said. 


Shankun, Canton's mayor, as say- 
ing battles between different 
clans, as well as gambling and 
superstition were problems in the 
countryside. 

“While getting a good grasp of 
tidying up law and order in the 
towns, it is also necessary to solve- 
p rob ferns in the rural areas such as 
feudal . superstitions, gambling, 
indiscriminate destruction of for- 
ests and feudal armed fights bet-- 
ween clans,” he said. 

China has been experiencing a 
crime wave over the past vear, 
largely as a result of the 'high 
unemployment rate among young 
people in the cities. It has staged a 
number of well-publicised execu- 
tions of criminals in an attempt to 
control the situation. 

A court in the southern Chinese 
city of Kunming recently sen- 
tenced four men to immediate 
death in front of an audience of 
5,000 people, according to the 
provincial radio. 

The broadcast said the four, 
along with 19 others led before the 
rally, were variously described as 
“murderers, looters, rapists, 
smugglers, drug traffickers and 
criminals guilty of the most hein- 
ous crimes in stealing state prop- 
erty, seriously disrupting public: 
order and endangering the lives 
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The radio quoted Mr. Yang, and property of the people.”
